000 francs (^(5,000.) It has never been 
used, none of its posscssor.s since the 
days of Mario Louise having ventured 
to display Buch a piece of royal oxtrava- 
ganre.tlieri'fore it may bo considereil as a 
great bargaii. for its new purchasnr.lt 
was sugge.stod that it might ^ouo day 
return to Franco in the possession of a

theu fraught with danger. 
. " ; .This year it is different. Mr. Mc- 

■ Oreight now sees in the same men, 
men capable of managing the aflhiis 
of the Province, indeed of tho Do- 
minion, perhaps of the world. This 
also is indepoiulanco 7a r/rcindr. inde- 
pendance. The perstmiw.i of tho 
ministry is tho same;; their policy is 
the Bame; thej" pass the same bill?; as 
last year, bills that called forth ad the 
opposition that Mr. McOreight conltl 
afford to give. Yet this year ho sup- 
ports them fondly, forgivingly, and 
devotedly! Last year ho was applaud- 
ed by the hutor/toisin for liia ^neut 
independence, and for his opposition 
to the ca])italizatiuii scheme; this year 
he ia oboered by the ccnuii/lc !ov 
spending the monoy so obtaiuetl. Such 
is independence — Ln grands imta- 
ptJidance. The JJoiityeuisie my», — 
"be careful of our patrimony; be care- 

* fnl of future taxation." Tho canuiUc 
Buy, — 'VU diabU with the patrimony; 
■who cares for the future?" Lawt year 
Mr. McCreight represented tho iir.st 
class; this year by sustaining tho 
miniatry he repreceuts the seeond. 
Such is Laprande independance. Last 
year he led a great many of us into 
opnoaitioii to a corrujit ministry, but 
to-day finds himself en rapport with 
the same men. When tlje present 
ministry was formed and Mr. Mc- 

■ CJreight was driven from poAver, he 
tliouglt that Mr. ~\Yalkem was trick- 
ey. No.v be thinkn that every one is 
trickey except Walkem ! Such is the 
power of independence over great 
minds. 

The cause of all this independence 
I have at last diaeovered. It is this; 
It is inertia; it is so much easier to 
uphold than to oppose. To oppose is to 
gain trouble; to upliold is to bo at 
peace. Charming difference! "lis 
ao much pleaaanter to have the smile 
of Ministers, than to hear the cutting 
sarcasms oi a "Walkem. With all this 
Mr. McCreight is honest,— a very 
honest man, — as well as ii very inde- 
pendent man. His lionesty, liowovcr, 
might not overcome his inertia, ao that 
he should be helped. Let us see how 
this can he done . To a.=ik hiin to take 
great trouble in protecting people's 
money would not tlo; tLi;iL i.s too much. 
Mr. McCreight always wants some one 
to make the b:ilis. Mr. Mc('ifti;;lit 
never takes the itiitiative; he is in- 
'I'ariably the representative of some 
one else— some one who has mado the 
pallette. This tinio 1 will nuilco tht; 
pallotte for hitu. There sits in the 
House of Assoinljly of tlris Province 
one, the junior luoniber for Kooteaay, 
who ia entitled to draw from the troa- 
Borj Aaebyear ashisindetL&.ty $25U. I 
now find in the year 1873 he draws 
fGOO, and in the year 1874 he drew 
-1543; $2!J;3 .50, and f 500 each year, re- 
spectively, more than lio is entitled to. 
I naturally ask why is this? ami I a^l; 
you, Mr. McCreight, why is thisV It 
cannot possibly be for travelling ex- 
penses — mileage as they call it, — for 
that gentleman has not been a milt- 
out of Victoria, or from under the eye 
of the Minister of Finance for over 
two year.i or more. Certainly ho has 
never boon to Kooteaay. I recall to 
myself the fact that Mr. Duck and Mr. 
Todd moved and seconded the ad- 
dress, and as I find thoy are hotii tho 
lecipionts of public money I thought 
porh.ijjs that the law provided for them 
in soijio way, but I read tho law in 
vain. Mr. Todd when seconding tho 
address told the House that he ^vas 
engaged on Government work during 
tho recess. Some say that ho 
had a contract in another man's name. 
I would ask you to look intotliin niat- 
tor; bub it would involve trouhle, ho ] 
must not aspect it. Jiut it is uu tr^ju- 
ble to learn th^t Mr. Todd was paid 
^593 more than ho was entitled to,and 
that contrary to law. Would it bu 
ioo painful to you, dear Sir, to say 
to Ministor.y that we (lepr(,'cate tlu-ir 
paying tlieir hirelings so ojxfiiiy.

To Bupply tlio Government with a copy of 
a paper daily ia a "contiuuoua" ooutrao , 
but for Mr. Duok to supply tbe Govern- 
ment vfith oU the 'iron' work .they "want 
eontinuonaly, is not a "ooutinuoua" odn- 
trnot. Beautiful distinction I la the 
lirst case, paper may advaDco in price, 
but it cmnot affect tho price to tlio gov- 
eruuiont; but if iron advanoes, Duck 
may raise his_ prioo, which cioe* affect iLo 
government. Another beautiful dia- 
ti action ; but one thata great, independent 
mind cau gra»p. 

Befoto closing I will giro n final propo- 
bition. If you think your takiug up iIuh 
matter Mill ia any way inconyoiiienoo tho 
Ministry, and that thoro ia ■ »hadow of a 
chance of bringing about a crisis, I beg 
of you to dosiat; or, if your jndepondcnco 
will not poruit that, let you and year 
friond Eookia step into the Lobby at the 
timo of voting. Such moves as those 
«how rosl iudependencc.

The Saauiob, Meeting aud 
tlie Terms Controversy i I 

Editoi! Colonist; — I find on tho ar- 
rival of your "^Ycekly" here that Doc- 
tor Tolmio has replied to my lottorin 
the "Standard" on the above subject. 
I must ask tho favor of sjjtico for a few 
remarks, which I think his reply calls 
for. 

In the first place my letter ■was not 
intended either to vindicate or con- 
dcnin the action of the LocallGovern- 
inent. All I have sanl on that ])oint 
Wit's, that tho constituencies would 
sustain them to the extent of their ef- 
fort to keep tho original terms intact. 
This they wore bound to do hy their 
Holemu pledge to tbe House and the 
country in tho "saving clause." Wiio- 
thor they liavo done so or not, I have 
given no opinion. The timo is near 
at hand when they willhave an oppor- 
tunity to explain their "actions and the 
country will bo able to judge for 
themselves. 

The Doctor and myself are agreed 
on the duty and' privilege of tbe op- 
l)03ition; what I disapi^rovo of is fac- 
tious opposition. 

The gist of my argument remains 
unanswered. That Mr. Mackenzie is 
not ttie man tho Doctor ropresontcd 
him at the uieotiug, and also that we 
have no better guarantee for tlio fiil- 
tilment of tho moditiecl terms than wo 
had as regards the original. 

Tho original agreement was made, 
signed, sealed and delivered by the 
three contracting i)arfcies, tho Im- 
perial, Dominion and Provincial Oov- 
ernments.aud ratified by tho represen- 
tatives of the people in tlieir respec- 
tive Parliaments assembled; no com- 
pact could be more binding between 
Governments or people, aud Mr. Mac- 
kenzie on taking the reins of CJovci-n- 
mout accepted tho situation with all 
iU attondaut responsibility. It ia 
rather poor argument in the Doctor 
attempting to justify tbo Mackouzio 
Government in repudiating their ob- 
ligatiouH to fulfil their part on the 
plea that they wore in the opposition 
wiien the majority assented to tho 
terms. Tha Doctor adds that there 
was no repudiation oa their pRrt. If 
so, tlion why lofuse to carry them out 
unless modiiiod, and what is all the 
fuss about. 

The quoLatious in my letter wore 
from your editorial of the 11th De- 
oember 1873, if I mistak* not in the 
date, the admissions are unexceptional 
to the most unconi promising. 

I should think the Doctor is serious 
when referring to the Lieutcnant-Crov- 
ernoi of tlio Province's elVerve.scent 
after-dinner speech at Ottawa, ia sup- 
port of his case; does he himself admit 
that hon. Mr. Truteb bad any right to 
make such promises in the name of tliu 
Province, or that it had any more 
weight in the matter at is.siio than 
wcjiildilmt of any private citi/.on. Siirc- 
ly he had not forgotten the coudeuinn- 
tioD hia rcmarkii received from the 
press and the people at the time. 

I lirnily believe "we of Canada's 
extreme West" have as much and 
more "to say" in this inattor as the 
poo[)lG of tho Eastern Provincen. 

I will not follow tbo Doctor througli 
the labyiinths of dates and circum- 
stances mentioned in his letter, as 
they bear more out tho conduct of the 
two Governments towards each other 
in their negotiations, whicdi ia quite 
another mutter from that tieaLod in 
every letter in tho "Staudan.!." 

My concluding remarks to which 
you take exception were not Intend- 
ed to apply to the bulk of the farm- 
er. s. 

[ well romembcf as far ba 'k as ISIM 
tluirovasa liiio and cry tlirougliout 
tho Island against tho Prtttjjort, bo- 
cause, as was argued, our farmers 
could not compete with those from 
tho American side in selling cabhago- 
hoada and potatoes in tho Victoria 
iiiarkof. Consequently they must bo 
"prutectcd " ovt'ii at the comI oi run- 
liUig the trade of tba cjty, which waM 
most effeotuaUy ACffoq^pl^bad. This 
imbeciel class will not cast off their 
swaddling clothes, but cry out thu 
saino (lid Hon;^ of protccfion which is 
sy noil yinoiis to oppression to otiiur 
iiuhistiicK, and is tliu natural result of 
all class legislation.

May deribtiTfOQd the mission to England 
a:id deprecated the breaking oil of nego- 
tiations with Edgar. The Premier could 
not seem to got over this show of indo- 
peudenco and here [holding up tho Esti- 
matesj was the proof. When tliis se.s.iion 
commenced touters of the govornuient 
were sent roand to hully; and ooax the 
people of Victoria to instrnot their re pro - 
soui-ativoB to support the government.

Ho bad 
used a few sorry jests and sat down with- 
out even a feeble attempt to justify hi.H 
conduct. The Premier congratulated 
himself upon being a grentstatosnian.or a 
great taoticman, which might be constru- 
ed to mean an Artful Dodgor| imniodorato 
laughterj. He is said to bo "gay and 
festive;" he is "genial and gifted" aa well, 
and perhaps his geniali^' makes him 
friends despite his of baok-alidings. 

Mr. Booth said ha had said to tho hon.
